Christ  the  Model  Citizen. 

by  John  P.  Hem  by. 

In  the  days  of  the  personal  ministry  of 
Jesus  on  the  earth  the  Jews  were  divided 
into  two  political  parties — Conservatives 
and  Radicals,  or  Zealots.  The  Conservatives 
realized  the  military  feebleness  of  the  Jews 
as  too  great  to  offer  any  armed  resistance  to 
the  Roman  authority,  and,  therefore,  coun- 
seled submission  to  Caesar.  The  Radicals, 
or  Zealots,  on  the  other  hand,  advocated 
rebellion  against  Rome,  ami  cursed  every  one 
who>upported  Caesar’s  government  by  set- 
tling their  taxes  with  his  tax-collectors,  as 
enemies  and  traitors  to  the  Jews. 

The  Jews  generally  were  looking  for  some 
great  personage  to  come  from  God,  armed 
with  authority  and  equipped  with  the  ele- 
ments of  leadership  who  would  break  the 
Roman  yoke  and  lead  them  out  of  their  vas- 
salage into  national  independence.  The 
Radicals,  or  Zealots,  therefore,  seeing  the 
power  and  personal  popularity  of  Jesus,  be- 
lieved Him  to  be  this  deliverer,  and  were 
ready  to  proclaim  Him  King  of  the  Jews 
But  the  Pharisees  and  Herodians  belonged 
to  this  party,  and  they  despised  Jesus  on  ac 
count  of  His  religious  teachings;  and  be- 
cause of  the  disposition  of  the  Radicals  t<> 
proclaim  Him  King  of  the  Jews,  and,  the 
offensiveness  of  His  religions  teachings  to 
them,  the  Pharisees  sought  an  occasion  to 
destroy  Him.  When  they,  therefore,  heard 
Jesus  deliver  His  parable  of  the  marriage  of 
the  king's  son,  they  took  it  as  an  intimation 
of  His  purpose  to  proclaim  Himself  King  of 
the  Jews,  anj  they  asked:  “Is  it  lawful 
to  give  tribute  unto  Caesar  or  not*” — Matt. 
2*2:17.  They  had  hope  that  in  His  answer 
Jesus  would  tflve  them  some  ground  for  a 
successful  charge  that  he  intended  an  at- 
tempt at  treason  against  Caesar’s  govern- 
ment. but  Jesus,  perceiving  their  wick- 
edness, saiil : “Shew  me  the  tribute  mon- 
ey and  they  brought  unto  him  a penny,  and 
He  Baid  unto  them.  Whose  is  this  image  an  1 
superscription?  And  they  said  unto  Him. 
Caesar’s.  Then  saith  He  unto  them  render 
therefore,  unto  Caesar  the  things  which  are 
Caesar's,  and  unto  God  the  things  which 
are  God’s.”— Matt.  22:19-21 

The  use  of  coins  is  an  acknowledgement 
of  the  authority  of  the  government  whose 
mint  stamps  them.  Hence,  by  using  Cae- 
sar’s coins,  the  Pharisees  unwittingly  ack- 
nowledged the  authority  of  Caesar’s  govern- 
ment. while  at  heart  they  lespiaed  it.  ami 
were  disloyal  to  it.  But  Jesus,  on  the  oth- 
er hand,  hy  using  Caesar’s  coins,  acknowl- 
edged His  authority,  and  gave  support  to 
Ills  government  hy  paying  tax«*s.  (Matt.  1": 
24-*27)  and  demonstrated  His  loyalty  to  it 
by  entreating  the  Pharisees  to  render  unto

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Caesar  tin-  things  that  are  Caesar's.

His  inoffensiveness  toward  and  support  of 
civil  government  is  clearly  shown  in  the  in 
cideut  which  occurred  at  Cu|M-ruaui>i,  Je- 
sus’ home  city,  where  He  was  exempt  by  law 
front  paying  tribute:  “And  when  they 
were  come  to  Capernaum,  they  that  received 
tribute  money  came  to  Peter  and  said  : do'li 
not  your  Master  pay  tribute?  He  saith. 
ves.  An.l  when  He  was  come  into  the 
house,  Jesus  prevented  him,  saying,  what 
thinkest  thou,  Simon?  Of  whom  do  th- 
kings  of  the  earth  take  custom  or  tribute? 
Of  their  own  childreif.  or  of  strangers? 
Peter  saith  unto  him.  of  strangers.  Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  then  are  the  children  fr-*. 
Notwithstanding,  lest  we  should  off.-nd 
them,  go  thou  to  the  sea.  and  cast  an  hook 
and  take  up  the  fish  that  first  cometh  up: 
and  when  thou  hast  opened  his  mouth,  thou 
shalt  find  a piece  of  money;  that  take,  and 
give  unto  them  for  me  and  thee.”

I submit  that  the  old  negro  preacher’s 
wise  utterance  embraces  the  gist  of  the  mat- 
ter, anil  will  carry  comfort  to  the  heart  of 
any  Christian  who  ponders  it.  unless  he  be 
a modem  I’harisi’e.  who  is  as  good  as  h • 
wants  to  be — being  so  very  perfectly  good 
that  he  cannot  be  any  better.  Although  he 
tries,  no  child  of  God  reaches  the  goal  of 
sinless  perfection  in  this  life,  but  presses 
steadily  towards  it,  and  the  trying  is  the

In  Kind  Words,  our  Sunday  School  paper. 
Rev.  C.  C.  Brown,  of  South  Carolina,  gave 
us  an  article  on  the  life  and  character  Bnd
